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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in AT, 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6 . Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a bode of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6 . Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6 . Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8 . ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor. 

Submitting Material on Diskette 

Material may be sent to the International Editor in printed form or on diskette. 
Contributors wishing to use the latter form should submit an IBM-readable diskette 
containing files in one of the following formats:

Where an email address is provided, abstracts may be submitted via electronic mail. 
However, since diacritical marks generally do not transmit correctly, please also send 
a hard copy (printed) version to the editor.

This find, which has a 
Near Eastern provenance, includes 8 different types of coins of Severus, Julia Domna, 
Caracalla and Geta. From four of these types we have silver-alloy coins, as well as 
the same coin in copper; of the other four coins there are only copper examples. In 
addition to the coins, the assemblage includes pieces of production refuse, a “branch” 
with an attached coin, several other “branches,” two “puddles” and a riser. From the 
metallurgic analyses that were carried out, it is evident that the workshop that 
produced the silver denarii of this assemblage invested in each coin ca. 1.54 gm. of 
silver, which is essentially the same as that apparently required by the official mint. 
On the basis of this, the authors propose that these coins were official issues and not 
forgeries.

The two earlier were discovered in 1993 beneath 
a mud floor in the northernmost room, the substratum of which contained a great 
number of sherds of disposable clay dies used for producing cast bronze flans, 
together with other clay and metal workshop waste. One of the sherds had four 
corroded bronze flans in its circular sockets. 

Several bigger fragments have been assembled to produce an almost complete 
die, from which its basic dimensions and technical features can be inferred. It 
consists of a row of six identical units, each of which has positions for 32 unformed 
coins with a diameter of 0.016 m., arranged en chapelet, with eight flans in each row. 
On the basis of the number of comer pieces surviving from the destroyed rows, it can 
be deduced that there were more than 16 dies. At least three of them were never 
used, because they were deformed during firing. 

The clay die fragments are almost exclusively the waste from a recent coin issue 
contemporary with the minting activity, which is dated to the reign of Licinius on the 
basis of a coin hoard found on the mud-clay floor. An exception to this is a small 
group of sherds bearing the imprint of flans of larger or smaller diameter, which in 
our opinion come from previous issues. The existence of another kiln above the hoard 
of coins testifies that the Thessaloniki mint continued to function on the same site 
after the reign of Licinius, certainly up to the middle of the 4th century A.D. and 
probably to the end of this century, when the Roan agora of Thessaloniki was still 
active.

In addition, other issues such as war notes issued in Romania by the German 
army in 1917 and those of the Red Army in 1944 are included, plus assignates, 
exchange money cash vouchers, tickets and different notes.

716 MONETARY RESEARCH INSTITUTE. MRI Bankers’ Guide to 
Foreign Currency (28th Edition: III 1998). Houston, Monetary Research 
Institute 1998. 256 pp. illus. ISSN 1055-3851. 

This is the most recent quarterly edition of what has become a standard reference 
at foreign exchange desks worldwide. Current notes and travelers checks and 
obsolete but still redeemable notes of scores of nations are illustrated in color, with 
additional information such as warnings of known counterfeits, serial number ranges 
of stolen notes, time limits for redemption of obsolete currencies, and notices when 
numismatic values are higher than exchange values. Additional information includes 
a table of currency symbols, a list of currency names indexed to issuing nation, a 
section of illustrations of notes in exotic (non-Roman) alphabets, and alerts of 
impending demonetizations, new issues, and so forth. Introductory remarks are 
presented in five languages. (Joseph E. Boling) 

717 Money and Banking in Maryland. Two-section volume composed of 
BRUCHEY, STUART and ELEANOR, A Brief History of Commercial 
Banking in the Old Line State, and KELLY, DENWOOD, ARMAND

A detailed rarity table is provided 
and all pieces are rated for rarity only. Information on printers, note engravers and 
providers of scrip adds value to the listing. There are some extended entries on some 
issues which provide additional historical and factual information.

There are excellent sections on Continental currency 
including a list of signers. Coverage of state issues includes coverage of counterfeits 
(several illustrated), an appendix of Latin mottoes, and extensive bibliography.

Although this is a dealer’s fixed price list, it is also a comprehensive catalogue of 
the entire corpus of French notes, including hundreds of date and alphabet varieties, 
many illustrations of rare notes, sections on counterfeits, errors, specimens/proofs, 
organizational replicas, political and satirical notes, military notes. post-WWlI 
regional issues, and printers’ test pieces. It is published with a 16 page supplement 
offering and illustrating fifteen extremely rare 19th century Banque de France notes.

77 13 
no. 1 (1988) pp. 57-60. 

Using strong evidence, the author solves the problem of the dating on Tibetan 
banknotes and gives the following equation to convert years of the Tibetan Era into 
years A.D.: Year in T.E. + 254 = A.D. Year. (Wolfgang Bertsch) 

723 SAITOH MANABU. Nihon Mohi (kabu) to Peteropaburofusuku de 
hakkoh sareta kogitte [The Japan Fur Company scrip issued in 
Petropavlovsk]. Chi-iki-shi Kenkyoh Hakodate (Hakodate Regional History 
Studies) 28 (5 September 1998) pp. 49-57 illus. In Japanese. 

A summary of the operations of the Japan Fur Co. branches on the Kamchatka 
Peninsula from 1918-22 is provided. Sometime during this period the firm issued 
yen-denominated scrip in three relatively high denominations (¥5, ¥10, ¥20). Ruble- 
denominated scrip, although probably issued, has not yet been reported by collectors.

The principal varieties of Taiwanese “old man” dollars are described, and 
characteristics of several counterfeits. Widely considered to be rebel issues, the 
author demonstrates that they could not possibly have originated thus, and conjectures 
that they were actually created to pay troops likely being used to suppress rebels, and 
gives rationale for their use in lieu of sycee. Using contemporary documents, he dates 
them between 1834 and 1844. (Joseph E. Boling) 

726 SMITH, DAVID SPENCER and AKRAM KHABIBULLAEV. Paper 
Money of the Islamic Republic of Eastern Turkistan—Part I. Issues of 
Kashgar. IBNS 37 no. 2 (June 1998) pp. 17-22 illus. [Part II is abstracted 
under Khabibullaev, Akram.) 
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Paper issues of the Turk-lslamic Republic of Eastern Turkistan (a transitory 
government established in Kashgar 1933-34) are presented in detail, with a full 
transliteration and translation of all inscriptions on a newly-discovered 3 misqual note 
(equivalent to 200 red copper cash). The authors present interesting speculations on 
the designer of both these notes and the contemporary coinage.

A short article from the Holstebro Social Democrat of 18 November 1941 is 
translated, to the effect that Napoleon 1 had counterfeited Bank of England and 
Russian notes.

Maberly caused a 
furor in Scottish banking circles by grossly undercutting other banks in the discount 
he charged on London sight notes. He subsequently had one fight after another with 
the Scottish bankers, all described in the article. He issued his own notes as well, 
from at least 1818 to 1825.

730 SYMES, PETER. Hansard and his Typographic Note. IBNS 37 no. 2 
(June 1998) pp. 24-27. 

An 1819 anticounterfeiting proposal from Thomas C. Hansard employing 
multiple technologies is described. Hansard proposed notes printed with several 
vignettes engraved into various substances, some to be prepared as letterpress blocks 
and others intaglio, with text in esoteric fonts of legally limited availability and 
including secret marks, all to be cast into printing plates for use on paper with distinc¬ 
tive qualities. The author includes the responses to Hansard’s proposal from his 
colleagues in the Society of Arts. No notes were produced using Hansard’s approach.

German notes of over 900 World War I POW camps are listed. Notes are listed 
in alphabetical order by camp or town name. Notes for German prisoners in other 
nations are not covered. (Joseph E. Boling) 

733 TOMASKO, MARK D. “Please bear in mind when engraving that the 
Duchess is a blond...” IBNS 37 no. 3 (September 1998) pp. 6-10 illus. 

The circumstances of Robert Savage’s engraving of Grand Duchess Charlotte of 
Luxembourg in 1932 are described. The article title is a paraphrase of a letter from 
an American Bank Note Company functionary to Savage. Savage had to justify his 
rendition of the portrait as a brunette to his superiors, but the Grand Duchess’ consort 
seems to have thought the likeness was better than the photograph upon which it was 
based. (Joseph E. Boling) 

734 TOMITA MASAHIRO. Foreign Exchange Scrip of Albania, “Buona 
Lek”—the Earliest Example in the World. IBNS 37 no. 3 (September 1998) 
pp. 34-36 illus. 

The 1953 Albanian foreign exchange scrip was the forerunner for ten other 
nations that issued such notes as a way to obtain hard currencies and to control 
domestic access to foreign goods. The six notes issued by Albania are illustrated and 
described.

Currency. IBNS 37 no. 2 (June 1998) pp. 32-34 illus. 

Currently-circulating coins and notes of several emissions are described for 1- 
and 2-yuan denominations. Over time, intaglio printing and multiple colors have been 
dropped from the backs of the notes, resulting in some public confusion about the 
legitimacy of the simpler pieces. The author posits that the continued production of 
low-denomination notes is due to inadequate minting capacity for coins of those 
denominations.

Rarity 
tables are provided for all issues, including known existence of proofs and specimens; 
most issues are illustrated, including many very rare pieces. (Joseph E. Boling) 

738 VAN SOEST, JAAP. Trustee of the Netherlands Antilles: a history of 

money, banking and the economy with special reference to the central Bank 
van de Nederlandse Antillen 1828—6 February — 1978. Zutphen

A comprehensive economic history of the Netherlands Antilles, stressing the role 
of the bank, is presented. Appendices include the governing statutes and charter, lists 
of officers, and annual balances from 1828-1976. Illustrations include rare issued and 
proof notes and contemporary photographs. (Joseph E. Boling) 

739 WISEHN, IAN. Ett amerikanskt varuprov till Riksens Standers Bank 
[An American commercial sample to the Swedish Bank]. NNUM 4 (1998) pp. 
50-52 illus. In Swedish. 

An offer from 1861 to print Swedish bank notes in New York is described. The 
offer was not accepted. (Jens Christian Moesgaard) 

740 WU CHOU-ZHONG. Thong Guo Zhi Bi Van Jiu [Chinese Paper 
Money Research]. Shanghai, Shanghai Ancient Books 1998. vi+1+2+13+330 
pp. illus. ISBN 7-5325-2355-1. In Chinese. 

Nineteen lengthy articles about current research and recent discoveries in 
Chinese notes are presented (although much of the information has also been 
published elsewhere). The book starts with wood block notes of the Northern and 
Southern Sung, Chin, and Yuan dynasties. Following are articles cataloging emissions 
of foreign banks, the four central banks, and numerous provincial, commercial, local, 
and communist banks, and some local merchant scrip. (Joseph E. Boling)

PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

if the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about SO to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

Material may be sent to the International Editor in printed form or on diskette.

In 
general, numismatic evidence is inadequate of itself to examine trade, even in the 
period of 4th-century B.C. Corinthian dominance of the Adriatic and Ionian Seas. It is 
nonetheless sufficient to sketch the outlines of trade relations, including the 
importance of Rhizon as a trading center, and the apparent slow process of 
monetarization of commerce in the eastern Adriatic.

Some Georgian copper coins with Arabic inscriptions are known, including those 
of Malik al-Multlk HusSm al-MasIh DSwud, i.e. King of Kings, Sword of the 
Messiah, Dawud (David), which are attributed to the most powerful Georgian king 
David IV the Builder (1089-1125). According to some Georgian numismatists (D. 
Kapanadze, I. Djalaghania), one of the similar coin types (14-23 mm., 6.09 gm., no. 
4074 of the Main Fund of Georgian coins in the State Museum of Georgia, 
E.Pakhomov’s former collection) bears the name of the Seljuk Sultan Barkiaruq 
(1094-1104) as well. A detailed study undertaken by the author has disclosed that the 
legends of this coin contain no name of Barkiaruq, but another Saljuq Sultan— 
Muhammad b. MahmQd (1153-59)—has been mentioned instead. Hence it follows 
that “DSwud’' of the coin legend is not David IV the Builder, but his grandson David 
V, son of Demetri I (1125-56), who ruled for six months in A.D. 1155. His coinage 
had not been known before. (Author)

historian Ibn al-Azraq al-FSriqi, the Georgian King David IV the Builder (1089-1125) 
struck dirhams for the inhabitants of Tbilisi “on one side of which was the name of 
the sultan and caliph and on the (other) side was the name of God and the name of 
Prophet,... while the king’s name was on the margin of the dirham." To date, no 
numismatic data have been found to corroborate Ibn al Azraq’s information. No such 
coins of King David have been discovered yet, although coins bearing the legends 
mentioning the names of the sultan (for the last time it was the name of Muhammad II 
b. Mahmuud on the coins of David V in 1155) and the caliph (last appearing on the 
coins of Giorgi HI), with the Islamic formulas of good wishes and the name of Allah 
(but never the Prophet Muhammad) were struck by King David’s descendants. This 
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monetary policy of the Georgian kings pursued a trend which was not unacceptable to 
the Muslim population of the Kingdom of Georgia. (Author)

Coleman cites several 
examples of coins which Breen classified as being both originals and restrikes (the 
Breen Effect) at the same time. Close study of photos, metrological study and 
detailed pedigree work were the basis for the author’s conclusions.

They have recommended 27 rarity changes, several sub-variety 
changes as well as recommending the elimination of three sub-varieties. Additionally, 
there is a set of tables that review the rarity ratings at five major revisions from 1970 
through 1998. This takes the rarity ratings from the publication of Overton’s book to 
the present.

The elements of the author's charts include lot number, date and mint 
mark, grade, year acquired, purchase price, sales price, multiple of appreciation, 
depreciation of the dollar and relative purchasing power. The author presents 63 
quarters, 59 halves and 30 dollars.

Even in cases where denticle counts 
are the same across dies, the relative position of the denticles vis-H-vis the lettering 
provides crucial information. Wiley and Bugert compiled much of this information in 
their reference book and the author acknowledges their work. Specifically mentioned 
is an 1877 counterfeit half dollar. While other evidence of its falsity is present, 
denticle count is another important criterion which can help keep spurious pieces out 
of collections.

Detailed drawings 
and schematics provide the curious amateur inventor with hours of inquiry. The book 
is presented in sections, with no global pagination. Sections include: Historical 
background of scale use with specie; U.S. patents; known devices without known 
patents; illustrated descriptions of known mechanisms and known manufacturers of 
American coin scales and counterfeit detectors. Several colorful personalities 
including John Allender. John Thompson and John Dye of Bank Note Detector fame 
are described.

Breen listed one variety of this date, but the author’s research has revealed four 
distinct varieties. Variety 1 is characterized by doubling on “almost all the reverse 
letters,” while Variety 2 can be identified by strong doubling on the lower left border 
of the shield and the top half of the H in HALF. Additional features on the obverse 
help identify Variety 2. A die crack above the head from the cap through the 8 th star 
provides additional confirmation as to Variety 2. Variety 3 shows clear doubling on 
the left side of TED in UNITED and is the only one of the first three to do so. Variety 
4 is most easily identified by what it lacks. There are no obverse die markers and the 
doubling is much less pronounced throughout the reverse. Doubling of the feathers 
below the shield tip is among the most prominent features. (Thomas Serfass)

In 1797 the Bank of England was compelled to issue low denomination notes for 
one and two pounds, to replace coinage made scarce by war with France.

The number of counterfeit notes rose 
dramatically. For almost twenty-five years until 1821 the Bank of England and others 
attempted to find a new note design. The search sparked a wealth of technical and 
artistic innovation, vigorous public demands for change, and intense personal 
ambitions and animosities.

Drains on sterling reserves in 
India were caused by smuggling of Indian currency to the gulf, where it was used to 
buy gold that was re-smuggled back into India; the excess Indian currency in the gulf 
states was later presented for redemption by the Reserve Bank of India. To combat 
this problem, the bank introduced special notes in 1959 that could only be obtained by 
the gulf states through official sources, and were not available to the public in India. 
These notes were of different colors from the homeland notes, and had minor other 
differences. Simultaneous with their introduction, special notes (in yet other colors) 
were introduced for use by haj pilgrims departing India for Saudi Arabia. Bank 
documents describing these issues are quoted at length, and collateral information 
about the contemporary currencies of the gulf states is also presented.
